heaven and earth comes from God; 
from “the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ». + all fatherhood in heaven 
snd on earth receives” its name, 
The fatherhood of God is a creative 
fatherhood. 

When God began to reveal the 
great mystery of His inner life, first 
of all slowly through the prophets, 
and’ then in its fulness through 
Christ, the great burden of the reve- 
lation was that God 1s Father, that 
te has a Son and that between Fa- 
ther and Son there 1s perfect Love. 
mhis is the perfection of fatherhood. 

A review of the Sermon on the 
Mount and the Discourse after the 
tast Supper suggests immediately 
the efforts of Christ to reveal God 
both as His Father and our Father. 

Now, we have all seen among 
our neighbors and acquaintances 
some truly exemplary fathers. Their 
fatherhood manifests itself in great 
gare and concern, in much patience 
and kindness, in gentleness and firm- 
ness, in prudent judgment of what 
is best for the child, and above all, in 
love, that magic, all-embracing word 
which has Personification in the 
very life of God, expressive of the 
perfect Father-Son relationship. 

r, one may by reason of inti- 
macy with his own father catch a 
glimpse of the real greatness of hu-

man fatherhood. Or, one might add 
up in a sort of grand total the most 
perfect moments of fatherhood that 
human fathers have achieved—yet 
the idea of fatherhood is more per- 
fectly and properly in God than in 
any of these, 

On the other hand. one might 
think of those who have been failures 
as fathers; or think of the times that 


we ourselves have failed as fathers: 


or add up all the abuses, negligences 
and failures into the world’s worst 
father, From this second long look 
at human fatherhood, we would 
know that fatherhood had better be 
more properly and perfectly in God. 

In fact, fatherhood is properly 
only in God. St. Thomas says it this 
way in the Summa: “It is paternity 
which distinguishes the person of 
the Father from all other persons. 
Fence this name of Father, whereby 
paternity is signified, is the proper 
name of the person of the Father.” 

The perfection of it belongs to 
God and if one would really know 
what fatherhood is, one must “purify 
the idea of it from its dross of ma- 
terial things,” one must see how God 
is father. 

Paraphrasing St. Thomas: God 
is called Father of irrational creat- 
ures, of the rain for instance, by only 
a trace, but of rational -creatures, 
man for example, by the reason of 
the likeness of His image. But even 
beyond that God is Father by a sim- 
ilarity of grace of those who are 
called adopted’ sons, and Father by 
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similarity of glory of the saints. 

The name father is applied first 
to God because He contains fully all 
that the name signifies. Only after 
that is it applied to man or to what- 
ever contains only partially what the 
name implies. Man is privileged to 
be called father imperfectly by 
reason of a certain likeness to God, 
perfect Father. 


Now. it is obvious that we 
use the term father in many ways, 
thereby speaking of different kinds 
of fatherhood: we can be father of 
an idea; father of a project; father 
to other people’s children; foster- 
father in the strict sense; god father; 
or father as a priest is. And all these 
do suggest certain relations between 
ourselves and things, ourselves and 
other people. They suggest, in fact, 
that spiritual. fatherhood is in the 
reach of all of us—just as mother- 
hood is—though no child of one’s 
own is generated. 


Yet, it is true that human fath- 
ers, strictly and literally speaking, 
are fathers in a special sense. Though 
it would not be correct to give to 
a human father the proper name of 
Father, there is between a*father and 
his son a real and unique father-son 
relation, founded on the very fact of 
generation. Though it is not part of 
the human essence, though it is not a 
man’s proper name, it is a real and 
special thing having its beginning 
and exemplar in God. It is God who 
has communicated to fathers the 
power of “giving life’ which essen- 
tially belongs to Him, 

Yet, their power of giving life is 
limited to a co-creation or pro-crea- 
tion with God. Our children are 
fathered by God and by us, and 
hence God is father with us, and we 
are fathers with Him, of our chil- 
dren. By a special intervention in 
each case, God is father of each new 
rational creature by reason of the 
likeness of His image which He gives 
it. It is in this way that God asso- 


-ciates the human father the more in- 
timately with His own fatherhood.’ 


“Man gives human life, although he 
is not the cause by himself of all that 
the infant receives.” In all this the

the desire of the senses; that would 
not be ‘human.’ It is necessary to 
will the child—or at. least to desire it 
—at the same time that they con- 
ceive it. This is in the image of God 
who gives birth to His Son in a 
spiritual act which is also an act of 
the. will.” 


The human father striving to- 
ward the perfection of fatherhood, is 
a.cooperator with God in all the ways 
in which God is Father to the hu- 
man being. He must contribute 
whatever is his share in the achieve- 
ments of sonships for which the 
human being he has generated is de~ 
stined. It is true, society cooperates 
with him in his work of fatherhood, 
but his duties to his children end 
only when the children have achiev- 
ed their supernatural end, which is 
the fulness of life with God in 
heaven. It is no mere coincidence 
that Satan tempted Adam, the father 
of the human race, with “being like 
God.” Being like God is, in act, 
man’s destiny. 


Tue first duty of fatherhood is 
to generate the child, to procreate 
with God the human being. The first 
duty is not merely to have the child 
incidentally to the sexual act, but 
rationally, to desire and even will 
the conception of the humen being. It 
is fitting for human fatherhood to 
give birth not only physically but 
also spiritually, not only to follow 
instinct but to understand and to 
will, 

Otherwise, it might be correct 
to suggest that one had exercised 
only a trace of fatherhood, not really 
in the full sense, fathered the human 
being. It must be added, however, 
that full human fatherhood is not 
lost forever iz life should have thus 
been given incidentally or even con- 
trary to desire and will. One can at 
any moment enter into God’s stream 
by desiring and willing this human 
being in all its fulness and destina- 
tion as a child of God. It even sug- 
gests that. desiring and willing the 
child is a continuous duty of fathere 
hood. 

Such is “human” generation 
and because it is human, it must be

The ‘Liberal’ 
Catholic 


T Here is an old. old story about an 
American tourist being shown the hand- 
some subways in Moscow — airy, spotless, 
with hand-painted murals on the walls and 
stainless steel cuspidors. 

“Magnificent!” cried the visitor, “but 
we have been down here over an hour and 
haven’t seen any trains running.” 

“What about the lynchings in Missis- 
sippi?” was the Communist’s reply. 

In a way, that sad little anecdote re- 
minds us of the so-called “liberal” Catholic. 
Surely you. have met him. He is the one 
in every discussion who finds fault with 
the Church or, more commonly, with 
churchmen. If we denounce tyranny in 
Hungary, he will remind us that Franco 
too is a dictator. If we suggest that it 1s 
unfair to keep parochial school children off 
the public school buses, he is quick to paint 
a lurid picture. of life under a clerical dic- 
tatorship. If we criticize a dirty movie, he 
moves in with a defense of “art for art’s 
sake” and an all-out attack on the Legion 
of Decency. 

You wonder if he is with us or against 
us. It is somewhat like having a brother 
constantly siding against the family — and 
that amongst strangers. 

Quite understandably, his periodicals 
furnish the regular pabulum for the re- 
ligious columns of the weekly news jour- 
nals. There is nothing sensational when a 
Catholic shows a firm loyalty to his Church 
with a decent reticence about any short- 
comings he may see in her, but it is news 
when a Catholic rushes into print with 
fresh bulletins on his Mother’s failings. 


Ma. WILLIAM F. Buckley, jr., editor 
of the National Review, fell to musing on 
this point in a talk last month before the 
Catholic Institute of the Press in New 
York, and he came to the conclusion that 
such people are “genuinely. embarrassed: 

“(1) by certain factors and episodes in 
the history of the Church; 

“(2) by the commonplace identification 
of Catholicism with early feudalism; 

“(3) by the conspicuous support ex- 
tended in this country by the Catholic 
population to such men as General Mac- 
Arthur, Senator McCarthy, and Senator 
McCarran; and 

“(4) by the fact that there has not 
developed in America a Catholic intellec- 
tual or social aristocracy influential enough 
to earn the admiration of the whole soci- 
ety.” 

They are like people who feel that they 
are moving in high society and are ashamed 
of their poor relatives. Thus, they value 
the esteem of outsiders more than the 
praise of their own. “We are Catholics,” 
they seem to assure their friends, “but not 
like the rest of them. We're different!” 

This attitude “manifests itself in an 
abrupt impatience with a particular set of 
political positions, most especially those 


_ that, through the facile drawing of false 


parallels, permit the enemies of Catholic- 
ism to emphasize the social dangers of our 
religion.” 


Tu big problem over the last ten 
years has been national security. Efforts to 
protect the country have been labeled “in- 
quisitorial,” which — as all Catholics know 
— derives from the heresy-hunting com- 
mission of the Middle Ages. 

“Every time that word was used,” says 

Mr. Buckley, “the Catholic I have in mind 
would wince. To escape ha to wince, 
some of them fell thoughtlessly into line, 
and began emitting cliches about our Reign 
of Terror and waning liberties.”

Today sociologists probably study 
the institution of marriage and 
the family more than any others ex- 
cept theologians.

There is yet a great deal to 
learn but what is known should be 
publicized more widely and used very 
earefully. Generally speaking, the 
more two persons have in common so- 
cially, educationally, religiously, and 
intellectually, the more likely their 
chances for success.

Adolescence wrought changes in

Surely, not the same Billy. Mrs. 
Right, at first, was baffled and inex- 
perienced. True to her name, Mrs. 
Right did the correct thing. She did 
nothing. 

Mrs, Right bided her time... She 
waited. Her manner towards Billy 
did not change. The psychological 
separation from his mother, which 
Billy was aware of, pained him more 
than it pained his mother, But his 
mother was sensible and _ unselfish 
enough to give Billy time, to let him 
reason out his new ideas for himself, 
in his own way. 


Even when Billy showed less out- 
ward affection towards his mother (he 
reasoned it was more manly to keep 
his affections under control), she did 
not question his loyalty, not even in 
her own mind. She showed wise re- 
straint and understanding. 

‘Billy was moody at times; he 
missed the fun and carefree days of 
childhood. Billy’s mother met. his 
every mood patiently, calmly, sym- 
pathetically.

_ Mrs, Wrong herself was a domi- 
nating personality, high strung and 
opinionated—all good. qualities when 
under control. When her Billy en- 
tered his period of psychological sep- 
aration, the fireworks started. With 
every new sigh that something differ- 
ent was coming over Billy, Mrs. 
Wrong massed her forces for the big 
offensive against nature. She called 
Billy to account for every variation 
from his boyhood manner. He got to 
thinking that the normal things hap- 
pening to him were really abnormal 
signs of something else. She badgered 
and nagged Billy when he was silent, 
and even more so if he tried to give an 
explanation. She accused him of be- 
ing ungrateful for all that she had 
done for him. 


Her manner towards Billy 
changed to resentment, suspicion, dis- 
trust.

H ottywoop — “You'll find,” 
author William Barrett told me before I 
arrived. “that Hollywood is really Los 


Angeles and is not so much a place as an 


idea.”

The park- 
ing lot. . ..The secret thrill in seeing L.A.’s 
Civic Center (pictured on the Police badges 
of NBC-TV’s Dragnet) and expecting to 
see Sgt. Friday and Frank Smith go whiz- 
zing up Figueroa St. in a black-and-white 
police car... . Our luck in avoiding the 
smog ... the many kindnesses and much 
cooperation shown us by the people in the 
notion picture industry: they’re not all 
like the few who've given Hollywood a 
bad name by their actions and produc- 
tions. .. The Hollywood Bowl, nestling 
snugly and smugly in new-painted majesty, 
waiting for the concert season to bring 
audiences inte the hills to hear outdoor 
concerts under the stars... The large 
number of cars: one for every one and one- 
half persons, they tell me. And I wouldn’t 
want to be that half-person, for you really 
need transportation in this sprawling city. 

Los Angeles doesn’t have anything that 
approaches the transportaiton facilities of 
New York. I hope the N.Y. taxidrivers 
don't get wind of the fact that the taxi-

T GUESS just about ev- 
erybody knows what a judge 
is. Those of us who live in 
big cities read about judges 
every day in the newspapers, 
We see stories about judges 
on TV. We see movies that 
have judges in them. There 
are even judges in comic 
books sometimes! 

We know that judges are 
usually men—but not always. 
They sit behind a desk in a 
court room. When someone 
is accused of breaking the 
law he is taken before a 
judge. The judge listens to 
one story about how the man 
did break the law. And then 


Saint of the Week 


St. Aloysius 
Gonzaga 


Dp you know that St. 
Aloysius Gonzaga is the pat- 
ron saint of Catholic youth? 
On June 2l1st the church 
celebrates the feast day of 
this saint whose whole life 
was one of sanctity and pur- 
ity. 

St. Aloysius was born near 
Brescia, Italy on March 9, 
1568. His father was the 
Marquis Gonzaga who lived 
in a big castle. Aloysius was 
one day to inherit his fath- 
er’s money, titles and lands, 

Like many of the other 
saints, Aloysius had a strong 
temper. He came from a sol- 
diering family and he loved 
to hear the roar of cannons, 

As he grew older, howev- 
er, Aloysius loved to pray 
and he began to think about 
his soul. After his first Com- 
munion, which he received 
from St. Charles Borromeo, 
he began thinking about be- 
coming a priest. When he 
was twenty years old, he 
told his mother that he wish- 
ed to become a Jesuit. His 
father was definitely against 
the idea of his joining this 
order. Finally, in November 
of 1585, the Marquis ap- 
proved and Aloysius signed 
over his right to the money, 
lands and titles of the Gon- 
zaga family to his brother. 

While at the Jesuit house 
in Rome in 1591, a plague 
and famine ~ broke out. 
Though his health was deli- 
cate, Aloysius helped care 
for plague victims and on 
March 3rd he, too, was 
stricken with the disease. | 
_ §t. Aloysius died on the 
Feast of Corpus pgs 
June 21, 1591, at the age o 


he usually has to listen to 
another story about how the 
man did not break the law. 

Lots of times it is up to the 
judge to decide which story 
is true. Then he has to say 
how the laws fits into the 
case. Finally he must an- 
nounce that the person is 
either guilty or not. And, if 
the person is guilty, the 
judge must say what his 
punishment will be. 

At other times judges lLis- 
ten to different people as 
they explain problems. Then, 
when they have heard the 
stories, the judges have to 
decide whether or not. the 
law can solve the problem 
~~ like who owns a certain 
house, or who gets the rich 
man’s money. 

The surprising thing about 
judges is that we have them 
in the Church! And I do not 
mean that there are Catholics 
who are judges for the state. 
I mean that we have courts, 
and lawyers, and judges all 
our own — just as cities, and 
states, and countries have. 

Why does the Church have 
judges? Well, that is easy to 
answer. The Church has 
laws — 2414 of them. And 
whenever you have laws you 
may have people who break 
them or problems that come 
up about them. So the Church 
has courts and judges. 

Of course, the judges are 
always priests. They are 
picked by the bishop, and 
they help the bishop with 
whatever problems of law 
may come up. 

Most people in the Church 
never have problems that the 
Church judges have to listen 
to. That is why you probably 
know more about the judges 
in the Church, right now, 
than most grown-ups know.

W OULDN’T you be 
surprised if on Father’s Day 
all fathers wore bright yel- 
low dandelions in their coat 
lapels?’ When Father’s Day 
was first celebrated in 1924, 
the New York Times sug- 
gested that the dandelion be 
worn as the symbolical or 
traditional flower for that 
day, just as the carnation is 
worn on Mother’s Day.

The women’s clubs began 
to show an interest in crea- 
ting a special day for fath- 
ers, whom they felt would 
appreciate this sentimental 
concern. Father’s Day was 
first observed in 1924 and 
has continued since that 
time. The third Sunday in 
June has been designated for 
this celebration. 

No matter how much a 
mother can do for her chil- 
dren, every father who rea- 
lizes his responsibilities to 
his family knows that no 
mother can really take his 
place.

In _ the 
main, Junipero had the backing of the 
viceroy in Mexico City, but, since it might 
take a year or even two for an exchange 
of. letters, the governor of New California 
could hamstring and, indeed, persecute 
Junipero in the interval.

His battles with three successive 
governors, Fages, Rivera, and Neve. are de- 
tailed and make excruciating reading. None 
of these men had any of Junipero’s vision. 
They were jealous of their own authority. 
They opposed the idea of the missions as 
for the benefit of the Indians, and wanted 
to take them over for the service and en- 
richment of the Spaniards. They ceaselessly 
sought to interfere in the realm of the 
spiritual and to run the Church. 


But Junipero was indomitable. And 
this because he was ready and eager to 
suffer. He had the Gospel spirit. Unjustly 
treated, he “accepted humiliation and re- 
pudiation, and continued the task set be- 
fore him with the diminished means that 
remained to his hand. .. A true follower 
of the Gospel never courts disaster in 
abiding by the example of Him whose ig- 
nominious torture assured the eternal tri- 
umph of good and won us our redemption.” 

When he died, at the Carmel mission, 
in 1784, he was 70 years old and had been 
54 years in religion and 35 arduous years 
in the missions. Over 6,000 Indians had 


been baptized in New California, and over ~ 


5,000 had been confirmed. 


His greatness shines in this compre- 
hensive and adroitly inflected account of 
his life. That he was a monumental pioneer 
is obvious, and almost as self-evident is 
his exceptional holiness, 


Mea. TEILHET’S novel tells of an 
ambitious young redhead named Oconor 
who, in 1783, is banished from Mexico City 
by the viceroy and sent to New California 
on an assignment which will be hurtful to 
Father Serra. 

On his way north by ship he falls in 
with a family which means to settle near 
Monterey, and is attracted to their brunette 
daughter, although there is a blonde young 
woman of rank whom he means to marry. 


Also he meets a group of scoundrels 
who are smuggling quicksilver from the 
Monterey area. He determines to find the 
source of their supply, announce it to the 
government monopoly, and collect a reward 
which will be the beginning of a fortune. 

But things do not go as he anticipates. 
In a fight following the villains’ discovery 
that he is privy to their secret, he falls 
into the sea. Once ashore, he joins a friar 


and his Indian escorts who are travelling 


north. The friar is Father Serra, who turns 
out to be altogether different from what 
Oconor had been told. 

The action builds to a violent climax, 
with justice and true love triumphing. 

Without any great depth, this is a read- 
able piece of fiction which 1s careful of 
historical fact. However, there is one pre- 
posterous passage involving confession and 
the frequently quoted Latin is more often 
than not incorrect.
